no remedy (II Chron. xxxvi, 15. 10). 
Many tim es lie had told them In the 
beginning of their national history how 
lie would bless them in the land H e 
had given them if only they would obey 
Him and honor Him and keep them -i 
selves from the Idolatries of other na ­ 
tions. 
See for exa m ple Lev. xxvi, 1-13. 
lie told them just as pla inly wha t 
lie would do to them and how He 
would punish them if they would n o t1 
hearken to Him and keep Ilis com ­ 
mandm ents (Lev. xxvi, 14-39). 
Three 
tim es in tha t chapter lie told them 
that if they persisted in disobedience 
He would punish or cha stise them 
seven tim es for their sins, an expres­ 
sion which we will consider later in 
our lesson (Lev. xxvi. 18, 24, 28) 
Not 
only during their w ilderness journey, 
but a lso while the judg es ruled, and 
afterward when He g a ve them kings, 
lie many a tim e forg a ve their iniquity 
and delivered them and sa ved them for 
His na m e’s sa ke (Ps. Ixxviii, 38; cvi, 8, 
43), but the tim e bad come w hen there 
was no rem edy but the ca ptivity. 
J osiah w a s succeeded by four kings, 
three sons and a grandson, each of 
whom did evil in the sig ht of the Lord, 
and during the tw enty-tw o yea rs of 
their reig ns J udah w a s carried into 
captivity in three different com pa nies 
until all but the very poorest wore ca r­ 
ried a wa y. The fourth year of J ehoia- 
kim w a s the first year of Nebucha d­ 
nezzar. and in tha t year, which would 
be about COG B. C., some of the princes, 
including Da niel and others, and part 
of the vessels of the house of God 
were carried to Babylon (.ler. xxv, 1: 
Dan. i, 1-3» . 
About seven yea rs la ter 
.Tehoiakim, 
who 
reigned 
only 
three 
months, w a s taken to Babylon, with 
liis mother and serva nts and princes 
and officers and lo.ooo others (perhaps 
18.000) 11 K ing s \\iv . 8. 1C), and this 
was the second deportation. 
Eleven 
yea rs later, in the nineteenth yea r of 
Nebuchadnezzar, the ca ptivity of J udah 


wa s com ’ '“ it'd by the ta rrying a wa y 
of Zt'de: 
i i and the rest of the people, 
ex ept G 
p <>r. who were left to be 
vinedressers an I husbandm en. .Then 
wa s the house of the I.ord burned and 
the remaining vessels destroyed or car­ 
ried a w a y (!l Kings xxv. 1-17). 
Then 
vias fulfilled the stra ng e prediction 
through Ezekiel concerning Zcdckiah. 
“ I will bring him to Babylon, yet shall 
he not see it,” for a fter his sons were 
slain before his eyes they put out his 
eyes and bound him and carried him to 
Babylon (Ezek. xii, 13; K ing s xxv, 7). 
However seemingly im possible any 
prediction of the Lord may ar>i>ear, it 
will surely be litera lly fulfilled in H is 
time, either by a near or a far dista nt 
fulfillment, or ofttim es by both, for a s 
one ha s said, prophecy may ha ve many 
a germinal fulfillment, w hile the full 
accomplishment may be still in the 
future. 
The Lord had said through 
J eremiah tha t this punishm ent of J u­ 
dah would continue seventy yea rs and 
tha t then they would return, and so it 
came to pass, a s w e sha ll see in fu­ 
ture lessons (.Ter. xxv, 12; II Chron. 
xxxvi. 20-23). 
Beca use Isra el rejected 
their M essiah, when in the fullness of 
tim e lie came to them, they ha ve ever 
since been scattered among a ll na tions, 
and Ho said tha t J erusa lem would be 
trodden down by the g entiles until the 
tim es of the g entiles be fulfilled 
The tim es of the g entiles began with 
Nebuchadnezzar, 606 B. C., and cor­ 
respond with the seven tim es already 
referred to in this lesson, during which 
God said tha t lie would punish Isra el 
for their sins. 
According to Dan. xi, 
13, margin, tim es are yea rs, and in 
Num. xiv, 34, there is a wa y of the 
Lord revealed, wherein H e used yea rs 
for days. 
Seven tim es 360, the da ys in 
a Scriptural year, equa ls 2.520, which 
seems to cover the seven tim es of Is­ 
rael's punishment in Lev. xxvi, or the 
tim es of the g entiles. 
Now. 606 B C.. 
added to 1914, the yea r in which the 
present 
European 
war began, g ives 
2.520. and there seem s therefore to be 
good 
reason 
for believing tha t the 
times of the g entiles began to run out 
in 1914. 
As they began gradually with 
the three deportations of J udah re­ 
ferred to in this lesson, so it may re­ 
quire eighteen years, more to less, to 
end them. Since, then, we are already 
in the beginning of the end of these 
times, how fully occupied we should 
be in g iving the gospel to help com ­ 
plete the church, the body of Christ, 
and hasten the coming of the kingdom 
of rig hteousness and peace, a lw a ys ex­ 
pecting to be caught up any day and 
yet ready to continue here in H is serv. 
ice or be absent from tfi*» body and 
present with tbo T

U BOATS EQUIPPED WITH 
DEVICES TO CUT NETS 


Have Motor Driven Circular Saw s 


Which Protrude From Both 


Sides of Craft. 


From reports that reaen us from Eu­ 
rope we learn tha t Germany lias equip­ 
ped som e of her U boats w ith ing en­ 
ious devices to ena ble them to cut their 
wa y through submarine nets. One boat 
with a double flange of thin sheet steel 
protruding from both sides of the bow 
is said to ha ve been destroyed by shell 
tire, and the device itself, pra ctica lly 
intact, is said to be In the hands of 
the British admiralty. 
A second boat, 
equipped with heavy motor driven cir­ 
cular knives a tta ched to steel ha wsers, 
torpedoed a merchantman, and the ca p­ 
tain while In a small boat made a dra w ­ 
ing of the device for the adm ira lty. 
Illustra tions in the September issue 
of the Popular Science Monthly g ive a 
clear Idea of these net cutters. 
The 
double flange of thin sheet steel which 
protrudes from both sides of the bow 
of the subm a rine is operated by elec­ 
trically controlled gears. 
The flanges 
spread on either side of the bow to a 
distance of eig hteen feet, or thirty-six 
feet in all, whenever the nose of the 
vessel touches an obstruction. 
Their 
action is sa id to be a utomatic, 
a l­ 
though an operator within the boat can 
extend or withdra w the device at any 
time by m oving two heavy m eta l arms. 
The U boat equipped with the cir­ 
cular knives is obviously fa r better 
able to cut its w a y through a net than 
the boat just described. 
It does not 


bother about a device at the bow, fig­ 
uring, no doubt, tha t the sha rp nose 
of the vessel and its rounded hull are 
sufficient to get through a net or stop 
the boa t before it becomes entangled. 
H owever, it does not permit its con­ 
ning tow er to go unprotected. 
Several 
stra nds of stout steel ha w sers conta in­ 
ing m otor driven knives a foot in dia m ­ 
eter and placed about a foot apart are 
stretched from the bow through the 
conning tower to the stern. 
Striking 
a net, the knives would revolve on a 
flexible sha ft.

PLAN TO CHEAPEN GASOLINE 


Inventor Offers Government Process 
Which He Claim s W ill Increase 
Production 200 Per Cent. 


Gasoline at seven cents a g allon is 
a proposition that Louis B. Cherry has 
put up to fhe governm ent. 
Mr. Cherry 
asserts that he has a kerosene proc­ 
ess that will produce the cheap prod­ 
uet. 
He has offered the process to the 
government, according to the W ashing ­ 
ton Post. 
“ It has been estim ated that about 
3.000.000.000 g allons of g asoline w ere 
made in the United States last y ear.” 
said Mr. Cherry , at the W illard. “ This 
represents about 20 per cent of the 
crude oil refined to obtain it, and in 
this same crude oil there was about 40 
per cent of the combined fractions of 
kerosene, solar oil and g as distillate, 
which if converted into g asoline would 
Increase the production of that fuel 
about 200 per cent, making it possi­ 
ble for us to obtain from the sam e 
amount of crude oil 9 ,000.000,000 g al­ 
lons of g asoline.” 
Mr. Cherry , who is n member of the 
American Institute of Electrical En­ 
g ineers and other scientific societies, 
believes that it is entirely possible by 
converting kerosene into g asoline to 
m ake motoring a g reat deal cheaper 
and forever solve the problem of pro­ 
ducing sufficient g asoline to meet the 
increasing demands for this im portant 
product.

O f 1.350 M en M a im e d L o n d o n H o sp ita l 
Returned 1,000 to Duty. 
Major J . E. G oldthwaite, an ortho­ 
pedic surgeon of the United 
States 
army , returned to an A tlantic port aft­ 
er visiting the hospitals of France and 
England to study the new methods of 
treating the wounded. 
Out of a batch of 1,350 wounded sol­ 
diers who lmd been crushed and fear­ 
fully maimed by shells, he said, 1,000 I 
had been so skillfully patched up by i 
the surgeons at the London Orthopedic 
j 
hospital that they were able to return 
to duty . 
Major G oldthwaite w as one of tw enty 
American medical officers who were 
sent abroad 
by the government. 
He 
said he had returned to recruit sur­ 
geons for study of war hospital condi­ 
tions in order that American soldiers 
j might later have the benefit of mod­ 
ern treatment from their own surgeons. 
Another passenger on the liner was 
L. A. 
Post of Stanford, N. Y. who has 
been in Mesopotamia for the Y. M. C. A. 
He said that it was hotter in New 
York than he had found it in the near 
east except once, when the tempera­ 
ture was 105 degrees in the shade, and 
the camels attached to the caravan 
had to have palm leaves soaked in w a­ 
ter tied over their heads before they 
would leave the oasis after the noon 
meal. 
Mr. Post said he w as in Bagdad 
when the British troops captured the 
city .
